As respects the first—"a common and 


religious education"—I know of no cir- 
cumstances, under which it can be fairly, 
or reasonably denied. 
With lens incon- 


sistency and injustice, might we withhold 
.lb,e_fb.od-necessary to the growth and- 
health of their bodies. 
It is the design, 


and will of their Creator, iti bestowing 
Jjpth body and mind, constituted as they 
areirthat,;both should have their appro- 
priate nutriment, and acquire that maturi- 
ty of which they are susceptible. 
To re- 


fuse religious instruction, is to rob the 
Deilyof that love and honor, which he 
demands, and is entitled to receive from 
his reasonable creatures. 
Without reli- 


gious instruction, these cannot be paid.- 
This religious 
instruction requires, in 


some measure, the benefit of common ed- 
ucation—that is, so much as to read and 
understand the doctrines, duties, obliga- 
tions, and privileges included in religion. 
The obligation to bestow such education, 
rests on those to whose care and control 


ciplw.to our Southern brethren, and the 
colored 
population ainoiif them, 
two 


things deserve candid consideration. 


1. Our right to inquire, and demand ef 


them the^emancipation of tl)ej>glored pa-. 
pulatiiMi. which they hold MI servitude.— 
And '2. The practicability of such emi:i- 
ripation, under their peculiar circums tan- 
ces, could it be required, and were they 
willing. 


As to ihe tint, certuuly w« have *• 


right to coerce or cmntraui them, 
Hy our 


social and constitutional onmnnct, we are

wilful and intentional withholding of if 
is undeniably a sin. But still I have no 
legal right or power to enjoin this upon 
slaveholders, although I believe that the 
laws of Christianity imperiously demand 
it. 


I do not design by these remarks to af- 


firm, nor even to admit, lhat ihis right is 
denied to the colored people of the south, 
in_any_jsjudL measure, asjs often alleged, 


' is wouid-bemntrue. 
Southern rnen 


are-awake ,to the obligation and impor- 
tance of this matter, and are making spe- 
cial efforts. 
The testimony of the Ilev. 


Portland Van Rensselear. formerly of At 
bany, who has lately resided for several 
years in Virginia, is explicit and incon- 
iroverlible. 
He affirms lhat "he has 


seldom seen a plantation; where some of 
the slaves could not read, and where they 
were not encouraged to learn. In South 
Carolina, \\j\ere it was said, that the gos- 
pel,..was__systerriaticaHy, denied....to the 


i|»hves,-there were iwenly thoufand of 


them church members in ihe Meihodist 
denomination alone. 
He knew a small 


•church, where out of seventy communi- 
cants, fifty were in slavery, The num- 
ber in the Baptist Church,it is'well known, 
is also very large. 


The Journal of Freedom publishes the 


reports of a Presbyterian clergyman now 
a missionary in Georgia, in which he'af- 
firms, "that masters of slaves are even 
desirous that the gospel should be preach- 
ed to their slaves; and lhat, as a general 
.fact, he has on the Sabbath an audience of 
colored persons amounting to three"or 
four hundred;" various rprcnt, and 


fronxgoat skin morocco-r—three eighths 
from- various stuffs. 
The _<cloth shoes 


consume about 100,000 yards. The sole 
leather consumed is about 700,000. Ibs.— 
The galloon.for binding 1.200,000 yards. 
The cotton for lining 80,000 yards, sew- 
thread, 1000 Ibs. and 4,400 Ibs. of flax 
and cotton.

fectionate appeals to their reason, and 
their conscience, atich acts void the whole 
contract, and justify a severance of the 
Union, 
Suppose that the ptinciples 


maintained, and the course pursued by 
abolitionists should prevail in the middle 
and northern States; andtheirwish.no 
oubt is, lhat they may universally pre- 
ail, and be acted on—then the slave- 
olding slates would have ai much right 
o declare themselves separate, and inde- 
pendent, as the colonies had for separation 
nd independence from Great Britain,— 
Abolition principles and measures, lend 
o, and do in fact authorize this result.— 
They virtually rescind the contract, and 
ieny to those elates, the rights, which, 
y covenant, we have promised them. 


If the principles advanced, and meas- 


ures pursued by abolitionists bo good here, 
tiey must be good every where—now I 
sk what would their operation b« in the 
South 1 
The 
doctrine is, that every 


lave holder is guilty of great and inex- 
usablc sin in holding slaves—it follows 
hat no slave ought to regard their atilhor- 
ly or obey their commands—and if it is 
he immediate duty of masters to eman- 
cipate—it is the immediate right of slaves 
o consider themselves free and act accor- 
lingly—and though it may be impossible 
o convince masters of their duty, it would 
e easy lo convince slaves of their right, 
nd what would be ihe native and inevi- 
abve-constqwnees-?;- Are-we, B» feHow- 
ilizens, and as men, authorized to pro- 
mote those consequences ? 
It may be 


aid they employ only moral means—but 
jjll the influence and effect be merely 
moral? I may not set fire to my neigh- 
or's house or assault it by act of violence 
—but if I alienate the affection of his 
vife and children from his authority- 
mi make his own household his ene- 
mies, I as effectually destroy his peace, 
nd endanger his happiness. Such must 
ie the effectwof^abolition principles, if 
hey be disseminated through those slat ei 
n which, slaves are numerous—»and a 
man who. is intelligent and merciful will 
oasult the safety of all concerned—and 
will not, by a precipitate measure, create 
rreparable ill for both masters & slaves. 


Our duty is to treat our Southern breth- 


ren as men, and as brethren—to endeav- 
r to convince them of their error, and 
ssist them as we can, and as they will 


us, in removing the existing evil, 


nd cause of complaint. It is said, that, 
y accepting of slaves liberated for, and 
in condition of, their removal to Africa, 


e recognize the master's right to dispose
